SAVED BY BOY SOLDIERS. 


How ay Attempt to Pillare Lynch- 
burg “as Prevented. 
A correspondent of the Washington 
Tepu'lican tells the following story: 
Shortly after the fall of Richmond a 
little group of mounted officers was 
gathered im the principal street of the 
old Virginian town of Lynchburg. For 
months Lynchburg had been used asa 
depot for the collection of supplies, and 
at this especial time there was still on 
hand a large quantity of stores. 
Richmond gone and the war practical- 
ly ended, there Was no longer need cf 


supplying troops, and the authorities, r‘ 


the time of which we write, were mak- 
ing arrangements for the systematic dis. 
tribution of provisions to the people of 
the town. 

The sight of storehouses filled with 
soldiers who would no longer need to be 
fed, and the thought of their own fam. 
ished condition, was more than their 
weak Zesh and blood could endure. 

Intlamed and excited by a few leading 
spirits, an immense throng—mostly of 
women and children—had crowded into 
the street, picked up such missiles as 
came to their hands, and with shouting 
and clamor were rushing toward the

Some Historic Beds. 


A curious precautiun was observed 
during the Middle Ages with regard tu 
queens ubout to be contined, and proba. 

bly to all ladies of :ank. They were 
secluded in bedrooms of which the bed 
curtains, tester, tapestry or wall hang. 
ings, were carefully chosen, so that 
there might be n»ilong in them to daz- 
the eye or awake gloemy thoughts in 
the mind. Figure subjects were not 


allowed on the tapestry. 


The crade of King Henry V. is pre- 
served in Monm uth Castle. It is not 
unlike the old cradle in South Keosing- 
It is a crib, panneled, swinging 


carved into falcons. There is no half- 


tester over the head. 


The Elizabethan bed is still to be seen 
It stood under a 
canopy or (ester, on four stout columns, 


twoof which formed the framework of 


the bed head. Sometimes the actual 
bedstead was withia the paneled en- 
closure, and could be diawn out and 
pushed back without disturbing so large 
a structure. It was derived from the 
pancled bed of the Middle Ages, to 
which reference has been made. On the 
colu.ans of the older Leds were figures 
or half-figures of the four evangelists. 
A medieval ballad mentions “the four 
gospeliorous (gospellors or evange ists) 
on the four piliorus’ (pillors), and 
heads of angels ‘tall of one mould.’ 
The tradition of these old beds survives 
in the invocation still used in some 
country places. ‘‘Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and John, biess the bed that I sleep on. 
Two angels at my head, four angels 
round my bed; two to watch and two 
to pray, ancl two to carry my soul away,” 
etc. After the reformation this old 
usage died out. The coiumns of the 
Tudor bed have square dado basces, and 
in general character resemble balusters 
and paneled with arch or square re- 
cesses sometimes containing figure carv- 
ing of some merit. The tester is pan- 
eled, and all frame pieces, wherever 
set, are carved with decorative mold- 
ings of many kinds. Many beds made 
of oak for the English market were im- 
ported from Flanders, the bed heads and 
feet composed of many tiny open arches,

Dr. Nagle, of the New York bureau of 
vital statistics, was asked by a reporter: 
“Can you give aplain description of the 
symptoms of diphtheriasoth at an ordin-

Diphtheria is an acute infectious disease 
in which there is a tendency to te formation 
of falss mem mucous and abrarled 
surfaces, accompaniel by considerable con- 
stitutional disturbances. ; 

>ymptoms—After an incubation period 
from twenty-four hours to ten days, shiver- 
ing and vomiting set in and the temperature 
increases, ths throati: sore with some stiff- 
ness about the neck. Th» fauces become: of a 
dark red coler, th: tonsils swollen and at the 
end of two days from the boginning of the 
disease, a quantity of minate white points 
appear on the surface of both sides of the 
fauces. 

As these spots incraase in numbers they 
coalesce and form a thick yellowish white 
membrane. Tins somtimes consist: of a 
sing!e piece, but is often s-attered over the 
surface in separate paches. Th: cervical 
glands become enlarged, the tongue coated 
with whiteor brown fur, the pulse tempera- 
ture increased and the urine albuminous. 

In the next stages the membrane separ- 
ates after leaving unhealthy sloughing ulcers. 

In this stage recovery muy take place, or 
death may result from exhaustion. During 
any period of the iliness asphyxia, resulting 
from the projuction of fals» membrane in 
the larynx or bronchial tubes, may be fatal. 
In the course of the peeene a roseolus rash 
may appear over the boty. 

aft-r diphtheria is very slow. 
Often paralysis of the groups of inuscles 
shows itself within six months from the be- 

nning of the attack. The removal of the 
alee membrane is of no avail.

time. The costumes of the different regi- | 
ments were very varied. Their coats 
were very like the British tunic in shape. | 
One regiment was in red, with black 
trousers, having a yellow stripe, and hel- | 
mets of red paper mache. They all 
carr-ed muskets, and if they were no 
better than some I examined of the pal- 
ace guard, old rusty muzzle-loaders, they 
could not be of much use. I understood, | 
however, that they had agood store of 
Sniders. Two flags preceded each regi- 
ment, then came some twenty or thirty 
men with tall pikes, decorated with silk 
streamers, and then the regulars four 
deep. Tied to the muzzle of each man’s 
musket were some green leaves, the em- 
bi m of victory. The chief officer (colo- 
nel) of each regiment rode on an ele- 
phant at the rear of his men. He was 
most gorgeously attired ina green or red 
velvet coat, covered with gold lace. Be- 
hind him came the officers of the regi- 
ment, all moapted on ponies, and then 
twenty or thirty men with bare legs and 
putzo (the native dress, a long skirt) 
girded up, each carrying a musket in a 
red c'oth cover. I was told these were 
the officers’ weapons. Two small brass 
cannon, about three feet long and three 
inch bore, mounted on wheels and 
dragged by three or four men, brought 
up the rear. These men were dressed in 
red coats, trousers and helmets. 

Beside the two cannon accompanying 
each regiment there was a detachment 
of about sixty cannon, all dragged by 
hand and similar in pittern to the above. 

I should have said that each regiment 
was accompanied by its own commissa- 
riat, consisting of about sixty men, fol- 
lowing behind the regulars. Each of 
these men carried a stick over his shoul. 
der, from the end of which hung a round 
basket. There were two regiments of 
marines for arming the war barges; they 
wore red coa's and bright blue trousers; 
their officers were also mounted on po-— 
nigg and the. colonel on an elephant; but 
afloat Ido not know. The horse marine 
in Burmah is thus a veritable warrior! 
There was one detachment ot military 
messengers or ruoners, about eighty in 
number, with bare legs and girded 
putzo.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Failures During the Past Year—The 
Prospects for 1886. 


The New York mercantile agency of R. G_ 
Dun & Co. report that the total number of 
susiness failures in the United States in 1585 
was 10,637, with liabilities of a little more 
ban $124,000,000, as compared with 10,168 
lailures in 1884 with liabilities of $226,000,- 
100. While the failures for 1885 are only three 


yer cent. less in number than in 1544, the lia~ 


bilities have decreased nearly fifty per 
rent. The number of traders reported in 
susiness in 185 was 919,990. Of these one in 
wery 86 failed. In 1878, with 4,000 traders, 
pne in every 64 came to grief.

Considerable uncertainity exists as to 
its population, but it is probably about 3,000 
in the vicinity of the agency and 2,000 
more (making 5,000 in all) who have removed 
into the northern part and are now 
engaged in farming and in _ efforts 
come within $75,000 of equaling the amount 
appropriated.

their population is about 260,00). Twenty-six

NATURE CONVULSED. 


Seven Farthquake Shocks on the 
South Pacific Coast, 

There have been several shocks of earth- 
quake recently in Valparaiso, Arico, Pacna 
and Serena, but the most alarming have 
been at Iquique, of which the Chilian Times 
Says: 

The first shock occurred at 2:49 a. M., amd 
it was an unusually heavy one. Buildings 
were shaken in an ominous manner. Five 
minutes after the first earthquake a slight 
shock occurred, and ten minutes after the 
second a third was felt. The third was fol- 
lowed later on by two slight, but very distinct 
shocks, and if is believed that a continuous tre- 
mor, lasting for several hours micht 
have been detected with proper instruments. 
To add to the alarm, the sea was extraordi- 
narily agitated, and persons residing near the 
beach, and more especially those living at the 
Puntilla, left their beds and watched the fu- 
rious waves as they broke on the shore, and 
the fear of an irruption of the ocean was up- 
permost in everybody's mind. The agitation 
of the sea continued, with gradually decreas- 
ing violence, throughout the next day until 
nightfall, when it became calm.”

Inder relates this 
story: Mrs. John Scoss, the widow of 
“Snowshoe” Thompson, 4ast Saturday 
had a tombstone placed at his grave in 
the Genoa cemetery.

Cookivg Potatoes aud Rice. 

Old potatoes should never be parcd be- 
fore cooking, ‘The most nutricious por- 
tion of the potate lies immediately under 
the skin, and this is generally pared 
away. A small slice should first be cut 
from each end; this lets the water out, 
and the potatoes are then put into cold 
water and allowed to heat slowly. They 
should boil as slow as possfble until done. 
Never throw away a cold potato, but cut 
it in thin slices and lay it in a bowl, with 
a few slices of onions, a little pepper. 
salt and vinegar, a teaspoonful of oil and 
you have a relishing salad for lunch, The 
best way to cvok sweet potatoes is to chip 
off a piece of cach end and roast In the 
oven. They should never be boiled; 
they are very nice stewed. If any are 
left over they make a nice breakfast dish 
if sliced lengthwise and fried on the 
griddle, each piece by itself. Rice 1s an 
excellent article of diet, but is too often 
spoiled in cooking, coming on the table 
either scorched or boiled to a mush. A 
very little attention will cook it just right. 
Wash it well and soak for an hour in cold 
water, drain this off and to one pint of 
rice add three pints of boiling water and 
a little sult. Set your pail or saucepan 12 
a pan of water with two sticksin the bot- 
tom; let the rice boil fast, keeping it 
tightly covered. By the time the water 
evaporates the rice will be cooked. The 
Chinese tie their rice in a bag, leaving 
room to swell, and strain it. This 1s, 
without doubt, the best way of cooking It.
